Dangerous Aerial Slide Annually Per- 
formed In India. | 
India offers many curious things in | 


the way of religion, and the strangest ly 


of them all Is the aerial slide, which is 
performed annually at Kulu, in the 
Himalayas. Ata point where there is 
a cliff overhanging a precipitous gorge 


hundred feet in depth a rope is made 
fast to the rock. ‘The other end of this | 
is carried across the gorge and there 
secured to a stake. The total length 
of the rope between the two points is | 
When drawn taut 2,500. feet, and the | 
end attached to the cliff is several hun- | 
dred feet higher than that fastened on 
the opposite side of the ravine. Thus 
a slide is contrived, and it is a danger- 
ous one to all appearance, 

It {s down this incline that the per- 
former has his path. For the lofty | 
journey a sort of saddle is provided 
made of wood, with holes in it, through 
which the rope passes. But before a | 
start 1s made the whole length of the | 
rope is wet to prevent the saddle from 
catching fire from the friction, The 
performer sits astride this seat, and to 
his legs are fastened bags of sand, 
which serve two purposes—they enable 
him to maintain an upright position 
during his Nghtning-like descent, and 
they increase the momentum. The 
lower end of the rope is carefully 
wound with bits of carpet to check the 
speed before the stake is reached.

| Woodstock Reconsiders Its Decision 
and Local Option Measure Will Be 
Subject to Popular Vote — Sensa- 
tional Attempt to Strike Out Brant- 
ford Bylaw — St. Catharines and 
Brampton Consider Legislation. 


Woodstock, Dec. 1.—A local option 
bylaw will be submitted to the elec 
tors in January, the city council last 
night reversing its decision of last 
week, when, by a vote of 5 to 4; the 
aldermen declared against putting the 
yuestion up to the people. 

Action was threatened by the local 
uptionists.. The petition was proved 
wo be sufficiently signed, and the ald- 


ermen last night were unanimous. 
Brantford 


This makes two cities— 
and Woodstock—that will vote on lo- 
cal option in January. There will 


also be voting on bylaws in about 70 
towns, villages and townships. 
To Kill Bylaw. 

Brantford, Dec. 1.—A sensation was 
sprung last night, at the council meet- 
ing, when a defermined effort was 
inade to strike out the local option 
bylaw which two weeks ago secured 
the necessary two readings by a vote 
of 8 to 7, to go to the people. 
The attempt failed because the tem- 
perance supporters in the council left 
the council chamber in a body, before 
the vote was taken, thus leaving no 
quorum. : 
‘Ald. Wright introduced the question 
when he moved that the council go 
into committee of the whole to have 
names submitted for three deputy re- 
turning officers who had reseigned. 
The move proved a feint, as & motion 
followed to strike the bylaw out. A 
hot debate then ensued, several ald- 
ermen switching. There were four 
absentees, including Ald. Andrews, 
Rastell, Blakney and Minshall. Had 
a vote been taken the bylaw would 
have been quashed by 6 to 5. Ald. 
Draper, who seconded it at the last 
meeting, refused to vote. : 
An uproar followed in the council 
chamber, when the local option alder- 
men withdrew. Hundreds stood 
around the city hall awaiting develop- 
ments. Mayor Bowlby finally called 
the police to clear out the chamber, 
as he stated that other business had 
to be transacted.

Paris, Nov. 30.—The possible devel- 
opments of the political side of the 
Steinheil case can best be likened to 
a powder magazine, and the Dreyfus- 
ards are moving heaven and earth to 
explode it, absolutely regardless of 
the national scandal that may result. 

M. Berry, Conservative, gave notice 
in the Chamber of Deputies Saturday 
afternoon, that he intended to present 
an interpellation on the matter. 

The sensational afternoon papers 
were filled with the wildest rumors 
and the most minute recitals concern- 
ing the death of M. Faure. It has 
been predicted already that Madame 
Steinheil will be declared crazy and 
locked up in an asylum, and that in 
this manner all further proceedings 
will be stifled. As a matter of fact, 
the experts agree that she is to-day a 
complete nervous wreck, even if she 
were responsible at the time of the 
crime. 

Several newspaper pretend to know 
the name of the assassin of Steinheil 
and Mme. Japy, as well as that of 
his accomplice. 

Magistrate Andre has ordered that 
an autopsy be performed on the 
bodies of M. Steinheil and Mme. 
Japy, on the new theory that they 
were poisoned before they were 
strangled. 

M. Couilland testified that he saw 
Mme. Steinheil pour rum into the 
glasses of her husband and mother 
on the night of the crime—something 
which she never done before. 

Doctors who took the stand testified 
to the absence of any evidence that 
the victims had struggled or suffered

London, Dec, 1—The Pall Mall Ga- | 
ette announces a forthcoming treaty 
and alliance between Great Brituin | 
and Holland, and predicts that other | 
Governments will soon arrange trea- | 
ties for the protection of the Nether- 
lunds. 

If this is true, it is another step in 
the diplomatic isolation of Germany, 
and the possibility that Germany 
might acquire Holland had long been 
regarded as a menace in England. 

Reichstag Boycotted. 

Berlin, Dec. 1.—Eager interest is 
being shown eyerywhere in the de- 
bate in the Reichstag this week on 
constitutional amendments to bring 
about the responsibility of Cabinet 
Ministers to Parliament. No person, 
however, is particularly optimistic re- 
gurding the outcome. 

Angry disappointment has been 
enused by the announcement that 
Prince Buelow and other members of 
the Government, for alleged reasons 
of propriety, will not appear there 
while the debate is in progress. Their 
‘bsteniion is interpreted as an inso- 
lent manoeuvre to reduce the discus- 
sion to unimportance, because the 
leliberations of the Reichstag without 
the participation of the chancellor or 
the other Ministers are notoriously 
impotent in themselves and wholly 
without effect upon the country.

Sixty miles north of Fort 
Grahame they made the camp at 
which they were last seen on June 
15. From that date they never re- 
turned to their camp. 
The four horses were discovered by 
Indians shortly after the two men 
were last seen. In the camp were 
found all the provisions and equip- 
ment carried by the missing men. A 
shotgun was lying in their tent. For 
several weeks the camp was not 
touched by the Indians, who took it 
for granted that the owners were out 
prospecting and would evensually re- 
turn, though some wonder was caused 
by the fact that no provision had been 
made for the horses to secure feed. 
Finally the Indians reported the dis- 
appearance of the men to Hudson 
Bay Agent Fox at Fort Grahame. 
About this time Messrs. Wilson and 
Luffenden ran across the camp, and 
learning the facts of the case they 
took an inventory of the supplies and 
took the horses to Fort Grahame. Mr. 
Fox took charge of the animals and 
sent out a report of the case to the 
Government agent at Hazelton. 
While the fate of the men is a mys- 
tery, it is generally believed they 
were drowned, It is not believed 
they could have got lost, as they had 
the river to guide them even if they 
had strayed away from their camp. 
Mr. Fox, at last accounts, was await- 
ing the arrival of an expert Indian 
tracker to send him out to search for 
the bodies of Phipps and Tummon.

Prospectors Leave Prince Albert For 
the North Almost Daily Off on a 
Search For Wealth—Gold 
Nuggets, Silver, Nickel and Copper 
Specimens Have Been Brought In 
by Explorers.

Is there a Klondike, a Sudbury or a 
Cobalt in northern Baskatchewan 
asks Arthur R. Ford of The Winnipeg 
[ ‘gram, in a recent article. The 
citizens of that pretty little city of 
Prince Albert, on the northern fringe 
of civilization, believe there is and 
are certain that the next great Cana- 
dian mining rush will be to the now 
almost unknown wilderness which 
stretch for hundreds of miles from 
the very edge of the town, Already 
searcely a day passes that a prospec- 
tor is not outfitted in Prince Albert 
for the far north, and they believe 
that next summer will ‘find miners, 
prospectors and adventurers roaming 
that now almost unknown hinterland 
of Saskatchewan in search of fortune 

Prince Albert has long thought that 
the country to the north of it was a 
great mineral district, as for years In- 
dians and fur traders have been bring- 
ing down samples of ore and telling 
weird tales of mining wealth in the 
far north. The inhabitants have grown 
s0 accustomed to the stories that they 
have paid little attention to them. 
This spring, however, Alex. Macdon- 
ald, an old Hudson Bay Co. employe 
—ftveryone in Prince Albert is an ex- 
Mounted Policeman, an old Hudson 
Bay man or an ex-volunteer—fell in 
with some particularly fine gold nug- 
gets from the Lac la Ronge district. 
Re decided to hit the trail for the 
north country. It would be, if noth- 
ing else, a fine summer’s outing. With 
several companions he started on the 
long canoe trip to the northern lake. 
He explored the country around Lae 
la Ronge. He found traces of silver 
and gold in abundance, but not in 
paying quantities. Finally he discov- 
ered on one of the numerous islands 
what wa nickel and silver—a whole 
island of it. Copper deposits of large 
extent were also located on the main- 
land. He staked his claims, gathered

his samples and brought back his 
story to Prince Albert. Quiet, peace- 
ful Prince Albert, which basks away 
in its northern isolation on the banks 
of the Saskatchewan, and only really 
wakens up when election day comes 
round, was actually stirred. Other 
parties started north, and they also 
have returned after adventuresome 
trips with claims and samples and 
tales of a land filled with minerals. 

One of the parties consisted of Ald. 
Stirton. B. L. Clemens and Fred Hun- 
ter, all Prince Albert men. They 
found Macdonald’s island of nickel 
and silver, filed claims on it, and then 
traced the lead across to a smaller 
island about four, miles away, and 
filed claims there also. From there 
thé vein was traced to the mainland, 
where it was lost in muskeg. Since 
their return specimens of the ore 
have been sent out for assay and ana- 
lysis, and have proved very high. 

Newspaper reporters do not worry 
Prince ‘Albert much, and the stories 
of the finds have not been heralded 
ebroad. But news of a mining find 
has strange ways of spreading, and 
already grizzled and bronzed prospec- 
tors from Cobalt, British Columbia 
and the western States are drifting in- 
to Prince Albert and quietly slipping 
off to the north country. 

Another man who has staked claims 
around Lac la Ronge and has un- 
bounded faith in the mining future of 
northern Canada is J. Reid, Hudson 
Bay factor at Lac la Ronge. For fif- 
teen years he has been living in the 
northern outposts of Saskatchewan, 
Alberta and British Columbia. He 
states that the whole country is filled 
with minerals. and he doubts not that 
a second Cobalt—if not at Lac la 
Ronge—somewhere will be found. 
Copper, nickel and silver, he stated 
to a correspondent, he found at many 
points. There are great iron deposits, 
while coal is found in considerable 
extent. The Lake Athabasea country 
he considers, if anything, richer in 
mineral wealth than the country dis- 
trict around his present post. 

As for gold, north of Prince Albert 
every stream shows traces of it, 
though panning has never been made 
to pay. At Prince Albert itself on the 
shores of the Saskatchewan river gold 
can always be panned, while some 
twelve miles down the river a com- 
pany consisting of English capitalists 
is quietly at work. As to how it is 
paying a mysterious silence is main- 
tained. : 

That, northern Saskatchewan is fill- 
ed with mineral wealth there seems 
not the slightest doubt, as the forma- 
tion of the whole country is the same 
as in northern Ontario. When the 
news leaks out there promises to be 
a big rush north. If the discoveries 
prove as important as first indica- 
tions would lead one to believe a rail- 
rond to Lae la Ronge will naturally | 
follow; and according to those who 
have been over the country there 
would be few engineering difficulties.

FIFTY-SEVEN PROTESTS SUFFRAGETTES AGAIN .... 


They Employ Chains and Whips 
in London Meeting 


Band of Agitators Raise Disturbance 
During Speech of Cmancellor Lioyd- 
George In Albert Hall and Are 
Only Ejected After a Fierce Strug- 
gies — Speaker Announces 
Franchise Concession Will Be Made 


London, Dec. 7.—The gulf between 
the suffragists and the suffragettes, 
| the latter being the term generally 
used to describe the militant section 
of the female agitators, who believe 
in street riots and attacks on Cabinet 
Ministers as the quickest means of 
attaining the suffrage for their sex, 
was further widened Saturday after- 
noon by a fierce demonstration in- 
| dulged in by the suffragettes at Al- 
bert Hall against David Lloyd-George, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, who was 
addressing the Woman's Liberal Asso- 
ciation. 

The Chancellor had hardly got be- 
yond announcing that he was present 
with the object of making known the 
Government’s intentions regarding the 
problem of woman suffrage, when a 


great uproar broke out Strident 
voices from all parts of the hall 
: “We want deeds, not 


» stewards of the hall, and there 
» $50 on hand to deal with the

anticipated disturbance, at once moy- 
ed down the aisle of the women who 
had interrupted the speaker with the 


idea of ejecting them. They found 
them chained to their seats. . 
There then began a confused strug- 
gle between the men and the women, 
but finally the chains were cut and 
the suffragettes expelled. But the 
numbers of the disorderly seemed to 
increase rather than diminish. Some 
of the women were armed with whips, 
and they replied vigorously every at- 
tempt to eject them. 

There were fierce tussels every few 
moments in different parts of the hall, 
and every time Mr. Lloyd-George 
made an attempt to speak his voice 
was drowned with mingled groans 
end cheers. 

The uproar was at its height when 
a dozen suffragettes who recently had 
been released from prison, divested 
themselves of their outside wraps and 
appeared in their jail garb. Their 
clothes were liberally stamped with 
broad arrows. 

This exhibition acted on the sister- 
hood like a red rag to a bull. Mega- 
phones and bells were brought into 
use, and the noise became deafening. 
The stewards at length lost their tem- 
pers, and as they continued their 
work of throwing out the demon- 
strants, the clothes of many of the 
women were torn off their backs. 

At the end of half an hour or more 
the opposition became worn out, and 
Mr. Lloyd-George was able to con- 
tinue his speech with only an occa- 
sional interruption. He assured his 
audience. which totaled fully 8,000 
people, that there was a majority in 
the Cabinet, and the Liberal party 
was in favor of woman suffrage and 
that a suffrage clause would be in- 
cluded in the Government’s franchise 
bill, which however could not be in- 
troduced until the eve of the dissolu- 
tion of Parliament. +

CARE OF MONUMENTS, 


Much Needed Step Is Being Taken by 
Ontario Official Regarding Relics. 


The Historiographer of the Educa- 
tion Department of Ontario has is- 
sued a circular which is being sent 
out to the historical societies in the

ments erected in Canada and illustra- 
tive of Canadian history. In connec- 
tion with this movement it is inter- 
esting to note that The London Spec- 
tator, in sta CUxTAne issue, refers to a 
movement along si ine j ire 
ovement one milar line in Great 
“The appointment of a royal com- | 
mission to make an inventory of the 
historical monuments best worth pre- 
serving in Britain is one of those tar- 
dy but welcome acts which, we hope 
will eventually bring our system of 
caring for the relics of the past 
abreast of those of most western na- | 
tions. France, Germany, Italy, and | 
other countries are all ahead of us. | 
The inventory which is ordered will, 
perhaps, be formed on the French | 
model more than on any other, for | 
the ‘classement’ of ‘monuments his- 
toriques’ is the feature of the French | 
| laws, which, however, are too highly 
centralized. The only objection we 
know of to the creation of a formal 
catalogue is, as we have pointed out | 
before now, that by implication it 
sanctions a certain carelessness in 
the case of monuments not catalog- 
ued. The state, as it were. publicly | 
withholds protection from objects not | 
on its list; yet many of them, if they 
are near the dividing line, may be al- 
most quite as well worth preservation | 
us those which have been exalted to | 
the honors of the catalogue. This 
danger may easily be\ exaggerated, 
and it could not becomé serions un- | 
less one is to assume a tonsiderable 
lack of common-sense or the presence 
of ill-will somewhere.

NAMING THE TOWNS. 


What to Call New Western Communi- 
ties Is a Problem to the Pioneers. 


The choosing of town sites and sur- 
veying of homestead lands is not the 
only problem of the geographers in 
Western Canada. In the new map- 
making that is continually going on 
it is a question, not merely of where 
the towns shall put, but what 
they shall be called. The Irishman 
who said that he could understand 
perfectly how the scientists could tell 
the size of the planets and stars, but 
couldn’t for the life of him see how 
they found out their names, might 
have been impressed too with the no- 
menclature of the Canadian West. It 

'is a comparatively easy thing to pick 
out a town site on the prairie, but 
whére does the supply of brand new 
names come from? 

This matter of place-names in the 
West is an interesting bit of study 
and reveals not only an amazing pro- 
fundity but a very considerable orig- 
inality. They are not the kind of 
names that are known in the east. 
Very seldom does a western town du- 
plicate the name of an eastern town-~ 
which is more than can be said of the 
east itself, where there are many rep 
titions. 

A glance at the newest map of the 
prairie provinces will show an inter- 
esting variety of names that are prac- 
tically copyright. They are the kind 
of names that would not fit well in the 
east, simply because they have grown 
out of western experiences and con- 
ditions. The earliest were Indian, 
*| many sweet-sounding Indian names 
are on the map. Then the cue was

ers, and E, Sweet followed for the 
local optionists. There was no discus- 
sion, 

Ald. Andrews and Draper, previous- | 
ly supporters, refused to vote, while 
Ald. Blakney voted that the bylaw be 
struck out. } 

The result was scarcely anticipated | 
and caused a gloom among the tem- 
perance workers. 

Before proceeding with business, 

Mayor Bowlby intimated that anyone 
making a demonstration or addressing 
an alderman would be arrested. Four 
policemen were kept in the lobby. A 
report from the city engineer declar- | 
ing the council chamber unsafe for a) 
crowd was also read and no one mov- | 
ed during the proceedings.

Returns 
up to midnight indicate that. both 
Calder and Motherwell will be elected 
by large majoritjes. 


Does Electrocution Kill? 

Albany, Dec. 8.—Speaking of the re- 
port from Trenton, N.J., that efforts 
are to be made by county and prison 
physicians to revive the victim of 
the next electrocution at the state 
prison there for the purpose of prov- 
ing or disproving the theory that has 
been expounded, that electrocution 
only stuns the victims, who are later 
killed by the surgeon’s knife during 
the autopsy, Superintendent Hollins 
of the state prison geve the opinion 
that when the contacts are made pro- 
perly the man is dead before the sur- 
geon’s knife touches him. 


No Need For Y.M.C.A. 


Guelph, Dee. 8.—There is no need 
for a Y.M.C.A. in a city the size of 
Guelph, said Rev. C. H. Buckland 
of St. James’ Church, when speaking 
on the subject, “If all the Sunday 
schools and churches did their duty.”

INDIAN FOUND SILVER. 


Ojibway Was 


Pioneer of New Silver|/ 


Country In North Ontario. 
Round Bye Ojibway Indian, 
discovered bloom at Silver Lake and 
Boland Lake in the Montreal river 
district when hunting many years 
ago, writes J. 8. Crate in The Toronto 
World. He did not know what it was 


that he had found 
Round Eyes had a step-son named 
Mickle Taylor, a half-breed, who went 


out to Haileybr at the time the 
first silver dis ies were made at 
Cobalt. There he saw bloom, and re-| > 


membering that his father had found 
similar samples up the Montreal riv- 
er, he investigated, and this led to 
the first discovery of silver in that 
country 

In March, 1904, Thomas Saville, a 
clever young tourist guide, came into 
the country with an Indian chief, 
Francois White Bear, of the Ojibway 
tribe, and camped over night at 
Round Eyes’ place. During the night 
the step-son, Mickle, showed them 
samples taken from the discoveries 
around Silver and Boland Lakes. To 
use Mr. Saville’s own words: 

“We took some of the samples and 
showed them to Rinaldo McConnel of 
Ottawa, and he told us to keep it 
quiet. We started in when the ice 
broke in 1904. We staked some claims 
and then went out to Temagami, but 
came back in the fall of 1904. I have 
been here ever since.” 

Mr. Saville was the first prospector 
in the district, and it was due to his 
discoveries that the rush into the 
Montreal river commenced. Owing to 
the great public interest among min- 
ing men in Cobalt and the phenomen- 
el surface discoveries in that camp, 
interest did not develop in the Mont- 
real river country as quickly as it 
did in the older camp, but the volume 
of the movement into the country 
steadily increased until in the spring 
of 1907, it became almost a stampede. 
How extensive was this rush in the 
Montreal river will be understood 
when it is stated that over 3,000 
claims have since that time been re- 
corded at the Government recording 
office, which was shortly afterwards 
established there, and which has been 
indispensable ever since. 


THE SCRIBE WAS SLEEPY. 


And He Repeated Himself Till His 
Editor Raised a Protest. 
Some years ago when Sir Oliver 


Mowat was on his death-bed, the 
esteem with which he was held b 
the public received no better testi- 
mony than the fact that the morn- 
ing daily papers kept small staffs on 
duty until six o’clock in the morning, 
so as to,be in a position to bring out 
special editions with his biography, 
and the announcement of his demise. 

It was known to all that he could 
not possibly survive, but he lingered 
on unconscious for days. The news- 
papers were restrained by courtesy 
from publishing their editorials on 
his life, and the details of his history 
until the fatal hour arrived. It was 
necessary, however, to maintain a 
“death-watch,” as, in the cant of jour- 
nalism, it is known. That is to say, 
a group composed of representatives 
of each paper, and several correspon- 
dents of out-of-town papers sat up all 
night at a nearby hotel, day by day, 
with arrangements that they should 
be communicated with as soon as 
death intervened. 

One night one of the out-of-town 
correspondents, who. was a little out 
of form because of late hours and fa- 
ticue, thought he ought to do some- 
thing to make a showing, _and started 
to send bulletins. “Sir Oliver is sink- 
ing!” he wired to his paper at 
tawa. Again in fifteen minutes in ap- 
parent forgetfulness that. he had sent 
a bulletin, he again wired: “Sir Oliver 
is sinking.” So on through the night 
from time to time he would file the 
same message. Finally, the exasper- 
ated telegraph editor at the other 
end of the wire, sitting up all night 
for a real news message, cut in with 
the despatch: “Don’t wire again until 
Sir Oliver sinks.” ‘ 

Then, and not till then, did the cor- 
respondent wake up to the fact that 
in his sleepy condition he had filed 
nearly a dozen messages 1n the same 
phraseology. 3

Montreal, Dec. 14.—The proprietors 
of the Academy and Francais, two 
leading theatres of the city, carried 
out their threat yesterday of opening 
their doors for Sunday perforances as 
a protest against the moving-picture 
shows running every Sunday. 

The performances were of the nature 
of songs and moving picures, but the 
patronage accorded was not heavy. 
Two hundred were present at the first 
Academy show, and 300 were at the 
Francais. 

The police were out in force at each 
theatre and collected evidence for the 
threatened action against the proprie- 
tors for violating the civic bylaw. 
Seventy-five moving picture shows 
do a thriving business here every 
Sunday, in addition to Sohmer Park, 
which puts on a straight vaudeville 
show. 


Venezuelan Ship Seized. 

Willemstad, Dec. 14.—The Dutch 
cruiser Gelderland came into this port 
yesterday morning towing the Vene- 
zuelan coast guardship Alix, with the 
Dutch flag flying and a Dutch crew, 
on board. The Gelderland captured, 
the Alix off Puerto Cabello on Satur- 
day. At the time the Alix was lying 
close inshore, and notwithstanding! 
the threat which the Venezuelan Gov- 
ernment had made to fire upon any 
of the Dutch warships committing 4 
hostile act, the Gelderland steamed, 
at speed towards the guardship and 
sent an officer and guard in a launch 
to seize her. This they did without 
resistance, and no shot came from 
the forts on land. 
The crew of the Alix were put 
ashore and the Dutch officer and ma- 
rines remained on board, the Gelder-. 
land finally taking the Alix in tow 
and steaming away with her prize.

PANAMA CANAL UNSAFE. 
French Engineer Says Gatun Dam Is 
In Wrong Place, 

Paris, Dec. 14.—M 
an eminent French engineer, predicts 
disaster for the great Panama Canal 
unless the site of the Gatun Dam is 
changed. He says: 

“Tt is deing a service to the United 
States to affirm that the plan being 
followed will almost infallibly end in 
the greatest disaster in the history of 
great public works ever recorded. The 
canal, as conceived, will exist or not 
according as the Gatun Dam holds or 
does not. 

“Now, I, 
neers who have studied the Panama 
Canal question, have the absolute con- 
vietion that the site of the Gatun 
Dam will result in certain destruc- 
tion. I raised the first ery of alarm 
in a letter to President Roosevelt on 
March 5, 1906, and not only is my 
conviction not modified but it has 
just received an ominous confirma- 
tion in the accident which occurred 
at the end of November.” 


SCORE DIE IN EXPLOSION. 


Dynamiting on Panama Canal Re- 


sults In Terrible Disaster. 

Colon, Dec. 14.—A giant blasg of 
dynamite, already prepared for firing, 
was prematurely exploded in the 
workings at Bascobispo on Saturday. 

Thirteen bodies have been recover- 
ed, but it is believed a score or more 
are under the masses of rock and 
earth thrown up. 

The charge consisted of fifty-one 
holes, sixty feet deep, and spread out 
over a large section of territory. The 
last hole was being charged by J. J. 
Reidy of Minneapolis, an experienced 
powderman, when. it exploded. The 
others were exploded by the concus- 
sion Reidy was blown to pieces.

Little Ones Cremated in Fire 
Near Ottawa on Sunday. 


House of W. J. Scharfe, Ten Miles 
From City, Catches Fire From De- 
fective Stove-pipe and Youngsters 
Two Girls, a Boy and an Infant, 
From Four and a Half to Four 
Months Old, Dies In the Flames. 


Ottawa, Dec, 14.—The four children 
of W. J. Scharfe, a farmer of Haw- 
thorne, a small place on the Russell 
road, ten miles from the city, were 
burned to death in a fire which de- 
stroyed the Scharfe House Sunday 
morning. 

Scharfe rose at six o'clock, and hav- 
ing lit the fire proceeded to the barn, 
where he was joined by his wife short- 
ly after. While they were engaged 
in milking the cows the house caught 
fire from the stove-pipe. 

When discovered the upper portion 
of the building was in. a mass of 
flame. Scharfe made frantic efforts to 
rescue the children, who were sleeping 
upstairs, but was driven back by the 
flames and smoke. He could hear 
Ruby, the eldest of the four children, 
aged 41-2 years, calling ““Daddy, dad- 
dy,” but he could not get to her. The 
other children who perished were 
Ethel, aged three; Willie, aged two, 
and Dorothy, a four-months-old in- 
ant.

BEAD CHRISTMAS TREES. 


Novelty Invented by German Woman 
Approved by Kaiser. 

If nature's supply of Christmas trees 
gives out, as some people have feared 
{t might, there will still be Christmas 
trees as long aS a German woman ip 
this city remains alive. Out of green 
beads, wire and tiny waxen ornaments 
she ¢onstructs miniature trees which 
have been thought pretty enough to 
grace the court of 
Ludwig of Bava- 
ria in his time 
and to amuse the 
children of Kai- 
ser Wilhelm of 
Germany. That 
was when the in- 
ventor was living 
in her native 
country. Since 
y coming to Amer- 
fea she has made 
them for various 
well known peo- 
ple. 

One of the ad- 
vantages of these 
trees, she says, is 
that they are al- 
most indestructl- 
ble. They may be bent, crushed, 
packed into small compass, and when 
they are wanted again it is only neces- 
sary to straighten the branches out 
into the original shape. 

When the inventor was a girl, fifty- 
five or sixty years ago, In Munich, she

German girls are taught to do, as her 
daughter says, “everything mit the 
bands:” It was having 
wreaths out of beads that suggested 
to her the notion of making bead 
Christmas trees. She set to work and 
fashioned innomerable tiny loops of 
green beads, each at the end of a long, 
slender wire. She bound the loops to- 
gether in threes, making trefoils, and 
the trefolls into branches and the 
branches into a tapering trunk, the 
trunk being formed of nothing at all 
but the individual wires massed to- 
gether.

‘STATE-OWNED CABLES 


Meeting in London to Further 
Imperialist Move. 


Many Influential Englishmen and Col- 
onials, Including Canadian Minis- 
ters Fisher, Fielding and Borden, 
Attend a Gathering at Mansion

London, Dec. 12.—{C.A.P. Cable.)— 
An influential meeting was held in 


of the movement in favor of state- 
owned cables and cheaper rates. 

Those present were: The Duke of 
Argyle, Lords Strathcona, Milner, Jer- 
sey, Hon. Messrs. Fisher, Borden and 
Fielding, Sir E, Sassoon and the 
agents-general of most of the colonies, 
a number of M.P.’s and the city busi- 
ness men. 

There was some objection to state- 
owned cables expressed in the word 
Socialism, but Sir Edward Sassoon 
emphasized the difference between Soe 
cialism and Imperialism. 

He was more particularly concerned 
with a state-owned cable service 
across the Atlantic, It was the logi- 
cal sequence of the establishment of 
a Pacific cable. This one step would 
be of incalculable importance; it was 
a feasible scheme, one that could be 
worked on a paying basis. 

Figures showed the Pacific cable 
was not worked at an annual loss each 
year. There had been an excess of 
earnings over expenditure ranging 
from $125,000 to $28,000, which was 
regularly employed in paying off the 
orriginal capital expenditure. 

The 20th century was Canada’s. Was 
it not a wise policy to give cheap 
telegraphic communication to both 
countries (Cheers.) 

He welcomed the help given by the 
United States, but ds this great re- 
form is to be achieved at no distant 
future, he claimed that Britain and 
her premier colony should lead and 
not follow. A state-owned cable across 
the Atlantic would immediately lower 
the charges 50 per cent. It is believed 
there would eventually be a uniform 
charge not exceeding ten cents a 
word. 

It would immediately bring, charges 
on messages between England, New 
Zealand and Australia to half or less 
the present exorbitant rates. It, would 
be a harbinger of a pan-Britannic 
cable and telegraph system encircling 
the globe. j 

“Can that be accomplished? I think 
it can, and I believe it will; I have 
searched in vain for the word impos- 
sible in the latest edition of the Eng- 
lish dictionary.” 

Hon. Mr. Fielding also spoke earn- 
estly in favor of a cheap system on 
imperial grounds, Resolutions in sup- 
port of the movement and calling on 
the Government to convene a confer- 
ence, were carried. Mr, Asquith was 
also requested to receive a deputation 
of business men. 


Has Stolen Bonds. 

Ottawa, Dec. 12.—Information has 
been received by the Dominion police 
from the Belgian authorities, warning 
Qanadian bankers and brokers to look 
out for Elysabeth Herreboudt, 35 
years old, described as the wife of 
Count D’Ivy, sister of a receiver of 
stolen bonds, who left Brussels with 
a package of bonds valued at 700,000 
francs, stolen in Europe, with the in- 
tention of selling them in Montreal. 
She landed in New York and then 
proceeded to Montreal, from ~ which 
place she has herself cabled by the 
several false names. Her father, 
Joseph Vincent Herreboudt, is sup- 
posed to reside in Montreal or Que- 
bee, as well as her brother Jean, who 
is also suspected as a receiver of stol- 
en bonds.

Col. Swayne of British Honduras Ac- 
cepts His Defeat. 
Vancouver, Dec. 15.—Col. Swayne, 
governor of British Honduras, came to 
the conclusion yesterday, that there 
is no chance of taking British Colum- 
bia Hindus to Honduras. He will 

leave for the east in a few days.

Three Treaties With U. S. 
Ottawa, Dec. 15.—Before the present 
session of Congress expires the State 
Department will submit to the Sen- 
ate for ratification three treaties af- 
fecting Canada. 

One will provide for the submission 
of the treaty of 1812 to The Hague 
tribunal for the p' se of discover- 
ing the respective rights of Canada..

A second 
treaty will provide for the delimita- 
tion of all water boundaries, and will 
determine all questions relative to the 
ownership of rivers common to Can- 
ada and the United States, and to 
the use of Niagara Falls for power 
purposes. 

The third treaty provides for the 
settlement of certain outstanding 
claims.

ecret Service Men Say Gang 


Is Living Near Chippewa. 


Reports Have Come to the Ears of 


Officials of Attempt, a Few Nights 
Ago, to Run Six Chinamen Into

In Death Over the Falls—Arrests 
Expected In a Few Days. 


Niagara Falls, Dee. 15.—The secret 
service men in the employ of the 
Oanadian and United States Govern- 
ments are on the trail of a gang of 
Chinese smugglers who are said to be 
operating between Chippewa and La 


The detectives have just discovered 
that a party of six Chinamen and 
two Americans narrowly escaped be- 
ing swept over the Falls one night 
last week when the engine of a gaso- 
line launch which was conveying 
them to the United States failed and 
the party were nearly carried to death. 

Another smuggler on shore at Chip- 
pewa heard their cries and in another 
launch went ont and towed the dis- 
able boat to the shore, where the Chi- 
nese shipped in the efficient launch 
and landed at La Salle, The authori- 
ties say they will make important ar- 
rests in the next few days. 


Aid to Education. 


Montreal, Dec. 15.—Lord Grey de-, 
livered quite an important speech last 
evening before the Montreal Technical 
Institute. 

His Excellency regretted that the 
British North American Act prevent- 
ed the Federal Government from com- 
ing in aid of higher education, as can 
be done under the English constitu- 
tion. 

He also said that a forward step 
would no doubt be made at the Im- 
perial Educational Congress to be

DENIES GETTING GRAFT 


J. B. A. Boudreau Still Disclaims 
the $3,000 Episode. 


| Ottawa Marine Official, Accused of 


| Taking Money, Declares He Was 
| Not In Quebec at Time Mentioned 
| —Steamship Man Says He Does 
Not Remember the Incident — Ac- 
|: countant Partly Corroborates Story. 


Ottawa, Dec. 19—The sensational 
allegation that James Holliday of 
Quebec had paid $3,000 to J. B. A. 
Boudreau of the Marine Department, 
| Was not made any clearer at the Cas- 
| sels’ enquiry yesterday. 

A. R. Lawrence, accountant of the 
People’s Bank at the time, swore that 
he saw Boudreau in the bank at Que- 
| bee on two occasions at the end of 
May or beginning of June. He also 
saw Van Felsen, who made the allega- 
| tion, go out and get some large bills, 
but saw no money paid. 

Boudreau’s reply to this later tes- 
timony in effect was a reiteration of 
the denial that he was in Quebec in 
May or June and that in making his 
statement Lawrence was influenced 
by Van Felsen. 

Holliday, the man who is alleged to 
| have signed the checks, persists in 
saying that ‘‘to the best of my knowl- 
|} edge, I did not do so at all.” 

E. G. Odell of Quebec, grandson of 
| Agent Gregory, said he had a private 
arrangement in respect to the sale of 
contractors’ supplies with Mr. Ritchie 
of Quebec. Witness sold to Ritchie, 
who was on the patronage list, and 
the latter sold to the Government. His 
| grandfather knew nothing of the ar- 
| rangement. 

| Witness deposed that he often made 
/50 per cent. profit on his sales and 
Ritchie made as much, too. He also 
| worked for J. J. Murphy and got a 
| cormmission on orders secured, while 
Mr. Gregory got 5 per cent. on money 
| advanced in paying of drafts. 

There were some interesting devel- 
opments at the afternoon session.

Pulitzer Off For Panama. 

Newport News, Va., Dec. 21.—Jos. 
Pulitzer, publisher of The New York 
World, accompanied by a party of 
friends and several staff writers, ar- 
rived off Old Point yesterday on Mr. 
Pulitzer’s yacht Liberty. It is stated 
that he is on his way to Panama to 
investigate into the conditions pre- 
vailing in the canal zone, and prob- 
ably to secure evidence in connection 
with the purchase of the canal pro- 
perty by the Government. 

Mr. Pulitzer’s trip is of especial in- 
terest on account of the attitude of 
President Roosevelt in demanding 
that Congress have Mr. Pulitzer and 
other publishers prosecuted for crim- 
inal libel for publishing articles at- 
tacking the administration in connec- 
tion with the canal purchase. 


Castro's Visit to Germany. 

Berlin, Dec. 21—Many of the news- 
papers in their weekly political re- 
views deal with President Castro’s 
visit in connection with the Venezue- 
lan situation.

: Many minor laws were enacted dur- 
ing the year, but of the ten important 
measures foreshadowed in the King’s | 
speech, only five find a place in the 
Statutes book. Those are the old-age 
pension bill, the Irish universities 
bill, to which assent was given before 
adjournment for the summer vaca- 
tion, and measures fixing eight hours | 
as the time miners shall work under- 
ground, providing for the purchase of 
the London docks at $115,000,000, and | 
placing them under a central auth- 
ority, and a bill for the better pro- 
tection of children. This last named 
bill for the better protection of chil- | 
dren, prohibits juvenile smoking and 
aims at preventing minors from visit- 
ing saloons. 

_ Of the other measures projected, the 
licensing bill was rejected by the 
House of Lords; two education bills 
were withdrawn because of the failure 
of the church party and the noncon- 
formists to report a compromise; the 
bills that aimed at the better housing 
of the working classes was put off 
until the next session, while the pro- 
mised measure for Irish land valua- 
tion newer saw light and the Irish 
land purchase bill was dropped. 

‘The session widened the break be- 
tween the Liberals and the House of 
Lords. The rejection of the licensin, 
bill, for which the Liberals claitiad 
they had received a mandate at the 
election of 1906, augmented the bad 
feeling resulting last year from the 
rejection or mutilation by the Lords 
of the education, plural voting and 
Scottish land valuation bills. 

There is still talk of the dissolution 
of Parliament and an appeal to the 
country against the action of the 
Lords, but it is more likely that Pre- 
mier Asquith will try another session, 
the main feature of which will be the 
budget, introducing radical changes 
in taxation. These changes include 
the reform of the ineome tax, a high 
license for saloons and taxation on 
land values, which would chiefly af- 
fect brewers, land owners and the 
wealthier classes and which the Lib- 
eral leaders believe would prove popu- 
lar with the masses. One difficulty 
arises in the fact that the bonds unit- 
ing the various factions of the Liberal 
party are not so close under Mr. As- 
quith as under Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman, and the Liberals would 
not present such a united front as 
they did in the last election. 


French Cardinal Dead. 

Chambery, France, Dec, 21.—Car- 
dinal Victor Lucian Sulpice Lecot, 
archbishop of Bordeaux, died at an 
hotel here yesterday from hemorrhage 
of the brain, while returning from a 
visit to Rome. 

Cardinal Lecot was the leader of 
the movement among 4 
French ecclesiastics to find a paste of 
settlement in the difference which has 
arisen between the Government and 
the church. He was the exponent of 
Liberalism in the College of Cardi- 
nals, and went to Rome to submit to 
the Pope a plan for the amelioration 
of the material condition of the 
French clergy.

The chief difference is in those char- 
acteristics of the season that are due 
to or are Influenced by the weather, 
which more nearly resembles that of 
the Fourth of July than a winter holl- | 
day. | 
There Is the same spirit of good

Union City, Tenn., Dec Sur-

The Maori chant was a prelude to 
every match, and was never omitted 
or allowed to be broken off. When} 
the New Zealanders played Black- 
heath, the referee blew his whistle | 
for the start while the visitors were 
greeting their opponents; but the 
strange cry went on to the end with- 
out a break. In the North of Eng- 
land, too, some unmannerly specta- 
tors burst into the local slogan be- 
fore the Maori chant was finished.

A Life For a Life. 
Miss Young, of the South Sea Is- 
land Evangelical Mission, who has re- 
cently returned to Brisbane, after 
four months among these truculent 
islanders, has many interesting things 
to relate as to their customs. Native 
murders, it appears, are of frequent 
occurrence, but a great many are the 
result of feuds between different tribes. 
Two Christian boys belonging to the 
mission at Malo were brutally done 
to death, and another Christian na- 
tive at Fiu was also murdered. The 
crimes were unprovoked, but were 
committed because the islanders be- 
lieved in having a life for a life. If 
a man belonging to a tribe is killed 
by another tribe there is no peace 
until the death is avenged, and it gen- 
erally happens that the most inoffen- 
sive man in the offending tribe falls 
a victim, The native who was killed 
at Fiu left the mission station, ac- 
companied by a ‘child, to visit his 
garden some distance away. The 
bushmen came down, chatted with 
him, and they ate food together. Then 
the bushmen suddenly turned on him 
and killed him, to avenge a murder 
committed by his tribe some time 
previously, On another occasion, at 
Onepeiu, the head station of the mis- 
sion, a native came and associated 
with the Christian boys, and shortly 
before daylight one morning this man 
secured an axe, struck a Christian 
boy on the head, and ran away. The 
injured boy was attended by a lady 
missionary, and subsequently recov- 
ered.

Auditor-General Changes Discre- 
pancies in Spain’s Accounts. 


Testifying at Marine Enquiry Mr. 
Fraser Says That Wrongful Claims 


Appear In Commander's List— 


| —Charged Expenses to Fort Wil- 
liam While Attending a Sitting In 
Montreal—Exorbitant Prices. 
| 
| Ottawa, Dec. 22.—The probing of the 
| Marine Department affairs to-day re- 
vealed a few more dark places that 
will require the light of further evi- 
dence to disclose whether or not there 
has been actual wrong-doing. Com- 
mander Spain, whose accounts for 
| traveling expenses were gone into 
during the sittings of the commission 
| here last June, was again asked to 
| explain some further discrepancies in 
his accounts, as challenged by the 
Auditor-General last year, The 
wreck commissioner had been asked 
to refund about $900 by the Auditor- 


| General, and his explanation as made 


before Judge Cassels last June was 
that this refund was made at the end 
of the year, when his yearly account 
was made up, and he found that he 
had this sum of money unexpended 
from the total amount advanced to 
him. Auditor-General Fraser testified 
that the charges for traveling ex- 
penses made last year by Commander 
Spain were manifestly incorrect, 
since on the dates for which travel- 
ing expenses to Fort William and oth- 
er points were charged the depart- 
mental records showed he was hold- 
ing court as wreck commissioner in 
Montreal. The accounts as presented 
by Commander Spain were initialled 
as correct by Deputy Minister Gour- 
deau. The Auditor-General said he 


had refused to pass the commander’s 
accounts, and, failing further explana- 
tion, must continue to withhold pay- 
ment. 

Commander Spain, in giving his 
version of the matter, said that there 
must have been a mistake in the 
dates, and that there had in reality 
been no overcharge made for his 
traveling expenses. He had, he said, 
gone to Fort William last year, and 
only one entry appeared for expenses 
on that trip during the year. The 
date must have been wrongly entered. 
He will be examined again to-day, af- 
ter being given an opportunity to look 
over his accounts and produce the De- 
partmental record as to his out-of- 
town trips. This record, however, ap- 
pears to be incomplete and incorrect 
in several instances. 

The charge that exorbitant prices 
were charged the Government by the 
Canadian Fog Signal Co. of Toronto 
for diaphones supplied at a cost of 
$4,600 each was further gone into, and 
officials of the company gave evidence 
to the effect that in view of all the 
circumstances the price charged was 
quite justifiable, that the Government 
got extra good value for the expendi- 
ture, that the contract had been ob- 
tained in open competition after a 
careful report by the Department's 
engineers, and that a net profit of 20 
yer cent. was not too much to demand 
on a patented article for which the 
sale was limited.

These | 
were temporarily checked by a show 
of force, and later the revolutionary 
influence that threatened to sweep the 
country was overcome in a measure by | 
promises that could not be held long 
in abeyance. 


NOTHING DECIDED. 


Hon. G. P. Graham Discusses Future 
of Intercolonial Railway. 


Ottawa, Dec. 22.—With reference to 
the published report that the Govern- 
ment was now considering the pro- 
posal to lease the Intercolonial Rail 
way either to a private syndicate for 
a term of years or else to one of the 
tailway companies now operating in 
the Maritime Provinces, Hon. G. P. 
Graham, Minister of Railways, stated 
yesterday that while he had been con- 
sidering for the past year various sug- 
gestions looking to a betterment in 
the management of the road and the 
overcoming of the present annual de- 
ficits, no definite scheme had yet been 
evolved for consideration by the 
Government. 

“The road is now being well man- 
aged,” said Mr. Graham, “by our 
present staff of officials. Varions pro- 
posals have been made in many quar- 
ters from time to time involving 
either the leasing of the Intercolonial 
to a private company or turning it 
over to a commission to operate. T 
am open to conviction as to any im- 
nrovement that might be suggested, 
but as yet I am not prepared to re- 
eommend to the Government the 
adoption of any definite new line of 
policy. T have, of course, noted the 
various suggestions now being made 
in the press, but so far the solution 
of the question is confined more to 
the newspapers than to any Govern- 
mental action.”

London, Dec. 22.—King Edward put 
an end to the present session of the 
British Parliament yesterday. Only a 
small muster of members was present 
to attend the brief prorogation cere- 
monies.

Dr. Harper was first called on and 
gave an exceedingly interesting ac- 
count of his work as their representa- 
tive both in the Village and at the 
County Council.

Another View of Local Option. 


To the Editor of Toe REVIEW. 

Sir,—Here is a question for Social 
and Moral Reformers: Does two 
wrongs make a right? It would 
appear from the arguments of the 
Local Optionists, that they think so. 
They appear to argue that “the end 
= y 
justifies the means”—I demur, by 
saying :—that theory is considered to 
be the most dangerous theory in 
Christendom. 

True, the effects of the liquor traffic 
is bad, but to carry out Local Option, 
as at present put forth, is an injustice 
which is also bad. Does the two 
wrongs make a right. 

It was a question with many, when 
Local Option was first enacted for 
Townships and incorporated villages 
whether it Wasa wise or a just law. 
It looks anomalous, that, after the 
assembled wisdom of the Province 
passing luws for its government a 
special clause, should be placed upon 
the statute, giving to a little corpora- 
tion the right to veto or overide the 
general law of the country. 

The general law by the sanction of 
time and usuage allows the sale of 
liquor, and through its inspectors and 
commissioners have obliged the men 
engaged in the trade, to equip their 
premises to fill all the requirements of 
the general law for the publid accomo- 
dation, after complying with all 
requirements, in many cases at great 
expense Local Option then comes up 
and would virtuully confiscate their 
property by voting away the vested 
vights of these individuals who had 
ylaced their money in that business 
by this action of law. 

Isit right? Is it honest? ‘* Put 
yourself in their place” and suppose 
any, or either of these properties 
were yours what course would you 
then pursue. I can easily understand 
that these ardent advocates of Local 
Option would not buy an hotel prop- 
erty at the present time, And I can 
easily understand some of them pur- 
suing a very different course if they 
had by accident of inheritance become 
possessed of either one or the other of 
the properties, 

If this municipality wants Local Op- 
tion let them petition the Legislature 
for power to enable them to compen 
sute the proprietors for a portion of 
their outlay, then I am with you at 
jonce, as I neither touch, taste nor 
| handle, nor am I in any way interest 
fed, but I refuse to do one man an in- 
jury for the uncertain aim of doing 
another man good.

Her home 
was always characterized by that 
social cheer and genial ood-will that 
the stranger and the yisitor were soon 
at vase and found her hospitality as 
wel as her conversational ability an 
ins) ion to better service. In 1895 
during the pastorate of Rey. H. B. 
Rowe, she was appointed superintend- 
ent of the Methodist Sunday School 
at Union and has filled the position 
so well that many treasure her 
kindly deeds and loving counsels as a 
precious memory. At the time of the 
organization of the Woman's Mission- 
ary Society on Eldorado circuit, she 
was chosen its first president and has 
filled the position verv creditably 
during each ot the succeeding eleven 
years, Hers was no narrow-self-cent- 
red life but one branching out into 
every possible avenue whereby a 
fellow creature might be helped to 
live better and to know well the 
Master she loved and loved to serve. 
In February 1907 she underwent ao 
operation for the removal of a tumor 
and a similar operation was found 
necessary in August of the same vear. 
During the spring and summer of 1008 
she seemed sufficently well to atcend 
to her accustumed church and home 
duties (in fact, attend the November

Grain Shipments. 
* Ottawa, Dec, 29,—The Trade and 
Commerce Department states that of 
the crop of 1908 there were shipped 
from Port Arthur and Fort William 
up to the close of navigation on Dec. 
12: 43,935,596 bushels of grain, as 
compared with 23,482,497 in the corre- 
sponding period of last year. Wheat 
shipments amounted to 36,017,483 
bushels, as against 20,545,850; oats, 
5,953,201, as against 2,040,620; barley, 
1,460,864, as against 578,523; and flax, 
517,918, as against 317,493 bushels. 
Of the season’s wheat output from 
Fort William and Port Arthur, 593,- 
374 bushels were carried in Canadian 
vessels and 12,418,109 in foreign 
vessels to United States points. 
Canadian vessels also’ carried 1,186,- 
196 bushels of wheat to Buffalo, so 
that in all 18,604,605 bushels of Cana- 
dian wheat, or a total of 16,286,157 
bushels of grain, found their way to 
export points via United States route.

TORONTO JUNCTION, Dee. 28.— 
Trade at the Union Stock Yards to- 
day was fairly good and while re- 
ceipts were exceptionally small, only 
11 carloads, there was a good demand 
and everything was well cleaned up 
at steady prices, 

Export—A few buyers were on the mar- 
ket and from the fact that they wanted the 
cattle to fill export space, there was a 
good demand created. There is said to 
be a good inquiry for really good export 
cattle, steers and bulls. Export bulls ran 
all the way from $3.75 to $4.30. 

Butchers—For butchers there was a 
good active demand. 

Milkers and Springers—Only a few milk- 
ers and springers were offered and for 
these from $30 to $50 was asked. 

Lambs—Prices are steady and unchang- 
ed demand for both choice and medium, 
and the offering was soon cleared out; 
choice butchers’ brought from $4.75 to $5; 
medium, $4 to $4.40: common, $3.50 to $4, 
and canners, $1.50 to $2. 

Hogs. . 

Selects, fed and watered at the market, 
Were quoted yesterday at $6, with $5.75 to 
drovers, f.o,b., cars, at country points. 
These prices are practically the same as 
a week ago. 


Montreal Live Stock. 


MONTREAL, Dec, 28,—(Special.)—At the 
Montreal Stock Yards West End market 
the receipts of live stock for the week 
ending Dec. 26 were 1043 cattle, 883 sheep 
and lambs, 1442 hogs and 117 calves. 

The offerings this morning for local 
consumption were 500 cattle, 400 sheep 
aud lambs, 300 hogs and 100 calves. 

A stronger feeling prevailed in the mar- 
ket for cattle. and prices were fully 4c 
per Ib. higher than they were a week 
ago. This was attributed to the limited 
supply and the fact that the demand 
from local butchers was better than it 
usually is at this time of year, as they 
generally buy sufficient stock the week 
before Christmas to supply their require- 
ments until the first market is held in 
the new year. There has also been some 
demand from local exporters, and sales 

choice loads were made last week 
5 per 100 lbs, nd some heavy bulls 
at 4%4c per Ib, ‘There was an extra choice 
load of Ontario stall-fed_ steers on the 
market to-day, for which 5%c per lb. was 
asked; but, as this figure seemed to, be | 
higher thun buyers cared to pay for | 
«, they will likely be exported. Cable 
advices from Liverpool on Saturday | 
stated that trade was slow but prices | 
were firm at an ddvauce of %c to le per 
lb, as compared with those of a week 
ago. The top price here to-day for the 
best steers was 5c, but 5%c would have 
been paid for really choice stock. Good 
cattle sold at 44%c to 4%c; fair at 3%e to 
44c, and lower grades down to 2c per Ib. 

There was no change in the condition of 
the market for sheep and lambs, prices 
being firm for good demand and small 
supply, and sales of choice lots of sheep 
were made at 4c to 4%c, and culls at 3%c 
to 3%c per Ib. Lambs brought 5%c to tec 
for choice, and 64c to b%e for good lots, 
per lb. 

Calves met with a fair sale at prices 
ranging from $2 to $8 each, as to size 
and quality.

Roosevelt Invites Canada 
Mexico to Conference. 


President Plans International Confab 
on Subject of North American Na- 
tural Wealth and Best Means For 


Gifford Pinchot Comes With Letter 
of Invitation to Earl Grey. 


Washington, Dec. 28. 
ment was made at the White House 
yesterday of a proposed conference 
iooKine toward the conservation of the 
natural resources of all North Ameri- 
ea, to be held at the White House 
Feb. 18 next. 

Letters suggesting the plan have 
been addressed by President Roosevelt 
to the Governor-General and to the 
Premier of Canada, and to President 
Diaz of Mexico. They will be de- 
livered to the officials in person by 
Gifford Pinchot, chairman of the Na- 
tional Conservation Commission and 
chief forester of the United States, 
whom President Roosevelt has chosen 
as his personal representative to con- 
vey the invitations and to confer with 
the authorities of the two Govern- 
ments. 

Mr. Pinchot will first visit Canada, 
leaving to-day. He will then carry 
the invitation to President Diaz at 
Mexico City. The President’s letter 
to Lord Grey, is in part as follows: 

“In May of the present year the 

governors of the several states and 
territories of this union met in the 
White House to confer with the Presi- 
dent and with each other, concerning 
the amount and condition of the na- 
tural resources of this country, and 
to consider the most effective means 
for conserving them. The conference 
included also members of the Supreme 
Court, the Cabinet, and members of 
both Houses of Congress, together 
with representatives of the great asso- 
ciations of citizens concerned with na- 
tural resources. The conference was 
followed by the appointment of con- 
servation commissions of the nations 
and a majority of the states. 

“Tt is evident that natural resources 
are not limited by boundary lines 
which separate nations, and that the 
need for conservation of them upon 
this continent is as wide as the area 
upon which they exist. In view, 
therefore, of these considerations, and 
of the close bonds of friendship and 
mutual aims which exist between Can- 
ada and the United States. I take 
especial pleasure in inviting you to 
designate representatives of the Gov- 
ernment of Canada to meet and con- 
sult with representatives of the states 
and other departments of this Gov- 
ernment, and the National Conserva- 
tion Commission, in the City of Wash- 
ington, on Feb. 18, 1909. The purpose 
of the conference I have the honor 
to propose is to consider mutual in- 
terests involved in the conservation 
of natural resources, and in this great

“T have this day addressed a simi- 
lar invitation to the Republic of Mex- 
ico, expressing my hope that repre- 
sentatives of that Government will 
also be present and participate in 
the proposed conference of the natur- 
al resources of North America. 

“The conclusions of such a confer- 
ence, while wholly advisory in char- 
acter, could hardly fail to yield im-

Four Million Trees Cut. 

Washington, D.C., Dec. 28.—The 
United States forest this year sup- 
plied four million Christmas trees, the 
forestry service estimating that one 
out of every four families observed 
the tree custom at yuletide. Gifford 
Pinchot, United States forester, up- 
holds the Christmas tree custom and 
believes it should be maintained. 

“The number of trees cut this year,” 
he said, “is insignificant, when com- 
pared to the consumption for other 
purposes, for which timber is demand- 
ed.

Fitzgerald’s acquit- 
tal promptly followed Boldenweck’s 
refusal, under orders from Washing- 
ton, to testify in the case.

owned cables.

e 1.—Hotel accommodation has not} 
lsuffered. Eleven hotels were doing |

They have never broken the law. | 
| Better hotel accommodation is not to 
be found in a place of similar size in 
Ontario. The operation of the local 
| option by-law amply demonstrates that 
the bar-room is not necessary to prop- 
er hotel accommodation, | 
2.—Dives have not been created. | 
There were dives—that is to suv, places | 
where liquor was illegally sold —in | 
Owen Sound before local option came 
|into force, One tavern-keeper boasted 
that be did two hundred dollars’ worth | 
of bar business between Saturday 
night and Monday morning. The fol- 
lowing items ave significant of much: 
Number of liquor informations laid in | 
Owen Sound trom May 1, 1906, to Nov. | 
9, 1908, 183; number of these laid | 
against hotel-keepers, 152; number laid | 
against blind pigs, 31; number of 
hotel-keepers convicted, 85; number of | 
blind pig keepers convicted, 17; num- 
ber of hotel-keepers who absconded, 8; 
number of hotel-keepers who went to 
| jail, 4. The above items disclose the 
fact that five times as many hotel- 
keepers were convicted of illegal sale 
as there were blind pig keepers con- 
victed. It proves that the dives, both 
under license and under local option, 
are mostly to be found in the hotels, 
It is tke judgment of men well quali- 
fied to express an opinion that there 
was more liquor sold illegally under 
license than there is now under local 
option. 
8.—Drinking has greatly decreased 
under local option, Under the license 
system, Owen Sound had eleven bar- 
rooms, two liquor stores and two 
breweries. With the coming of local 
option one brewery ceased making 
malt liquor and confined itself to malt. 
The Inland Revenue returns for the 
district of Owen Sound show a large 
falling off in the output of liquors. 
For the first eleven months ot 1905 the 
production of malt liquor averaged 
25,445 gallons per month. For the 
corresoonding months of 1907 the aver- 
age was 10,110 gallons per month. 
This shows a decrease of nearly sixty 
per cent. ‘This is remarkable when 
one remembers that the liquors manu- 
factured in Owen Sound ure distrib- 
uted all through the northern section 
ot the province where license is in 
force ; so that the amount of local sule 
must have been very greatly decreased. 
The two liqnor stores already referred | 
to have been yacated, and are now 
otherwise occupied. That bar-room 
business has suffered severely is proven 
by the fact that the hotel men re- 
quested a reduction of their assessment 
because of the serious loss to trade; a 
claim which the judge allowed. In 
their recent appeal, the Hotel-Keepers’ 
Protective Association declares that 
should the act be sustained, “it would 
not only be disastrous to us, but 
materially affect the trade in general.” 
Not more than one drunk is to be seen 
on the streets where forty could be 
seen under license. During the past 
two years the town has had a circus, a 
Farmers’ Fair, and the Annual Fairs, | 
at which time the place was thronged 
with people, but not an arrest was 
made for drunkenness, In the spring 
of 1908, when a strike occurred at the 
C.P.R. sheds, some six hundred men 
walked the streets idle for four or five 
days; yet none were seen drunk, and 
there were no arrests for drunkenness. 
Such a state of things would be impos- 
| sible under license. The police force 
| remains the same in strength though 
| the town has grown rapidly since the 
jabolition of the bar, The treating 
system has been abolished, and many 
an habitual drinker has been reclaim- 
ed. The boys and young men of the 
town have also been protected. Owen 
Sound has been selected as a place of 
| vesidence by persons seeking to avoid 
| the temptation of the open bar. 
| 4.—Business has been helped by 
| local option. The town owns the gas, 
electric light and waterworks plants. 
| Since 1905, the last year of license, 
these departments have made large 
extensions, and each year shows a sub- 
stantial increase of revenue. ‘The 
increase tor eleven months of 1908 is 
| $9,120.25 over the whole of the vear

It is no wonder, in the face of this 
testimony, that the liquor sellers ad- 
mit the success of the law. In their 
recent appeal for funds, they say: 
“The local optionists in each and every 
campaign have referred to the success- 
ful operation of the by-law in Owen 
Sound, and they will continue to do so 
as long as it remains in force.” This 
is eloquent testimony, and itis little 
wonder that the citizens of Owen 
Sound have no igea of voting it out, 
and that they are advising all other 
municipalities to come into line. Owen 
Sound is neither dead nor dying.

A Mother’s Appeal. 


DEAR Mr, Epiror, 


Asa mother, and as one who has 
been deeply concerned in the welfare 
of the people of our little village for 
many years, I wish to address the 
pape of Madoc. I have lived many 
ong years among you. My hair is 
grey, but not all from age, my eyes 
are dim, but not from using them to 
excess, my back is bent and my step 
slow, but not altogether from hard 
work, but like many other mothers | 
have seen in a like condition, brought 
there by the sorrow forced upon them 
by the awful curse of the bar-room, 
Yet with all this my heart is strong in 
the belief that the day is not far hence 
which shall rid us of this humiliation. 
Conld I write as Harriett Beecher 
Stowe, I could tell of a slavery which 
has more cruel task masters, more 
fiendish slave-drivers, chains.that bind 
more tightly and thongs that cut more 
deeply. Icould tell you of more than 
one Eliza fleeing to save her little 
Harry from the blood-hounds of per- 
dition, and as unmercifully followed 
by them. I could name more than one 
citizen of our fair little village who 
has been bound as tightly asan Uncle 
‘om and who succummed to the ter- 
1ible blows of the hardened grog-seller, 

We do not need to look up the re- 
cords of the criminal courts, the gaols, 
or the asylums, or refer to the tales ot 
sorrow from our large cities for proof 
of this. Right bere in our midst, if 
we older people would take time to 
retrace but a Tew years of our experi- 
ence, we can recall instances which, if 
read from some outside newspaper, 
would shock us and call forth our 
deepest sympathy.

British Passive-Resister Is Still a 
Youngster at Seventy-Two. 


Dr. John Clifford, who recently cele. 
brated his seventy-second birthday 
and his jubilee as a Baptist minister 
in England, worked as a boy in a 
lace factory.

in the Turin Studi Medievall by Signor 
Girolamo B ro, who bas discovered 
three such documents in the archives 
of Milan. The first of these records is 
an oath sworn on the gospels by Gla- 
como Pasquali and Armanino Duca 
to the effect that for two years they 
will abstain from gambling in Pavia 
or within three miles thereof and will 
likewise refrain from inducing others 
to gamble on their behalf. The penal- 


| ty for any breach of this oath is fixed 


at 5 soldi, payable to Papio Bovatorio, 

In the second document Perano de 
Bono promises Uberto de Proto to 
abstain from gambling for a certain 
period, exception being made on be- 
half of the game of bismentiro, at 
which, however, he was not to lose 
more than 2 denari on any one day. 
Further, he undertakes not to visit 
any inn for drinking purposes before 


the hour of vespers on Monday. A | 


breach of either clause of the pledge 
involyes the payment of 5 soldi to De 
Proto. By the third document Sileto 
Ferrario expressed his willingness to 
pay 12 denari to his brother Lamperio 
should he be persuaded to play for 
money in any place of public resort or 
to spend more than 2 denari on intoxi- 
cants in any one day. 

The motive for these contracts is not 
stated, but it is presumed that they 
were entered into by employees whose 
masters wished to keep their proclivi- 
ties in check. There is nothing in the 
documents to suggest the existence of 
any organization for the ‘promotion of 
temperance. The honor of being first 
in the field in this respect therefore 
still rests with Germany, where two 
temperance societies were founded in 
the sixteenth century. 

Of these the Order of St. Christo- 
pher was formed by Sigismund de 


Diettrichstein on Jan. 18, 1537, and the 
Order of Temperance by the landgrave 
of Hesse on Dec, 25, 1600. The mem- 
bers of the one order were pledged to 
abstain from toast drinking, and the 
members of the other undertook not 
to drink more than seven glasses of 
liquor at a time, and that not oftener

The town of Messina, in Sicily, was 
partially destroyed, 
inundated. In Messina hundreds of 
| houses have fallen, and many persons 
have been killed. 
The fate of entire regions within the 
zone of the earthquake is unknown, 
but reports received here up to a late 
hour last night indicate that the havoc 
has been great, and the destruction 
to life and property more terrible 
than Italy has experienced in many 
years. The uncertainty of the situa- 
tion has filled all Italians with the 
deepest distress, for they still have 
fear that the day may come when that 
part of the country, which seems to 
have been most blessed by nature, 
will be destroyed by the blind forces 
of that same nature which nearly 
nineteen centuries ago overwhelmed 
Pompeii and Hercalaneum. 
All reports show that the present 
catastrophe embraces a larger area 
than the earthquake in 1905. The tidal 
wave which followed the earthshocks, 
on the eastern coast of Sicily sunk 
vessels and inundated the lower part 
of Catania. It is known that a num- 
ber of people were killed in that place. 
The rushing waters carried every- 
thing before them and caused an in- 


thirty-eight factories starting in May 
only ran for three weeks,—Bangor and 
Mayo and Carlow. Millbridge factory 
opened June 6th and closed Aug. 18th. 

On visiting twenty factories north 
of Madoc section which started the 
second week in June I found that the 
number of pounds of milk received per 
day by all these was 55,033 Ibs., or an 
average of 2,751 lbs. These factories 
are all run by joint stock companies, 
and have twenty cheesemakers to pay 
and twenty factories to keep in repair 
on this small delivery of milk. Thev 
are all poor buildings with the excep- 
tion of two,—the Ridge and Fraser 
Creek. If this milk was all going into 
five factories they would only receive 
each per day, 11,003 lbs, ; to four 13,- 
758 lbs; to three, 18,344 Ibs. ; to two, 
27,516. 

There are eighteen factories in Mar- 
mora and Madoc sections, some of 
which are very small, and I have ad- 
vised some of them to amalgamate. 
Some of the factories in the north 
cannot very well do, this, as they are 

¢ considerable distances apart, the farms 
uve small and the roads are bad. I 
attended eight Farmer's Institute 
meetings this summer in the north, 
and at each one advised the people to 
£0 into butter making in the north 
country, and pointed out to them 
where they could make more money. 
It costs about 3} cents per Ib. on the 
avermze to make the cheese in this 
nortli section, The hauling of the 
milk costs from $5 to $7 per standard, 
while in the Madoc and Stirling sec- 
tions it does not cost half that amount. 
The average cost of making one 
thousand pounds of cheese in the 
Madoc section is from $13 to $15; in 
Frankford, $29.75; while in Bancroft 
section it costs trom $29 to $31. ‘These 
are some of the reasons why I have so 
strongly urged the farmers in the 
Bancroft section to go in for butter 
making.

The Italian Government has pro- 
ceedod energetically to concentrate at 
the points of greatest need troops and 
engineers. Members of the red cross 
were despatch to various places, and 
camps and provisions were immediate- 
ly peeved: all available railway lines 
and warships being used for their 
transport. 

The city of Messina has suffered 
probably more than any other place, 
the latest information coming indir- 
ectly from that quarter stating that 
two-thirds of the town was destroyed 
and several thousand persons killed. 
The steamers Washington and 
Montebello, which were in the harbor 
later, proceeded to Catania, loaded 
with injured, who were so stupified by 
terror that they seemed unable to rea- 
lize what had happened, simply say- 
ing that it looked as though the end 
of the world had come. Five steam- 
ers left Catania for Messina, to assist 
in removing the injured from that 
place, who are reported to number 
thousands. 

At Catania, the panic-stricken peo- 
ple, fearing shocks, absolutely refused 
to re-enter their houses and are camp- 
ing in the squares, which are free 
from water, and the surrounding coun- 
try. The tidal wave sunk 500 boats 
there and dad great damage to several 
large vessels and steamers, including 
the Austrian steamer Buda, 

Not only did Catania suffer from the 
effects of a tidal wave, but a similar 
body of water inundated the hand- 
some streets of Messina, which flank 
the harbor, covering them with a 
thick layer of mud, which rendered 
difficult the succoring of the wounded, 
many of whom could be seen lying un- 
der the wreckage. It is reported that 
the villages of Faro and Ganzirri, ad- 
joining Messina, has disappeared. 
The effects of the earthquake were 
aggravated by fire from an explosion 
of gas, the flames of which swept 
along several of the streets, adding 
terror upon terror. 

In Calabria, the region around 
Monteleone, was most affected. The 
village of Stefanaconi, the inhabitants 
of which number 2,300, was practicul- 
ly destroyed. Only five persons wer2 
killed, but many were injured. Mons. 
Morabito, the Bishop of Mileto, who 
distinguished himself in the earth- 
quake of 1905, d?d valiant work again 
yesterday. He rushed into places 
where the ruin was the greatest and 
brought aid and encouragement to all. 

Thousands of people abandoned 
their homes, although a terrifle rain- 
storm prevailed, and filled the air 
with lamentations and prayers. In 
some places, such as Brizzo, Cotrone, 
Santa Severena and Piscopia, the peo- 
ple had the courage to enter the 
churches almost while they were fall- 
ing and carrying out the sainta They 
bore these in procession through the 
open country, invoking the mercy of 
God,

FIRE AT THE SOO. | 


Hussey Block Is Destroyed and Man 
Loses His Life 


| Sault Ste. Marie, Ont., Dee, 28 

| Another disastrous fire visited the 
Canadian Soo at three o’clock yester- | 
day morning, by which the handsome | 


Hussey block was completely destroy- 
| ed, and the Coronation block adjoin- | 
ing badly damaged | 

One man, Alex. Kemp, aged 65, is | 
| believed to have perished in the 
|flames. He conducted a carpenter 
shop in the basement, and has not 
been heard from since, although his 
coat and hat, which he wore one 
hour earlier, were found. He entered 
the building at two o'clock Sunday 
morning in an intoxicated condition. 

The business places burned are: 
Carconen’s large confectionary store, 
insurance $1,200; Partlow’s second 
| hand store; Kemp’s carpenter shop; 
| St. James’ Hall, meeting place of all 
| local Catholic societies. The follow- 
ing, who occupied rooms, were burned 
out: Mr. and Mrs. J. Hammond, Mr. 
and Mrs. Balder, Mr. and Mrs, Hugh 
Lemon, and Mr. and Mrs. F. Martel. 

On the lower floor of the Corona- 
tion block, Bemroses’ large clothing 
stock is almost a complete loss, and 
on the floor above the lodge room of 
Bessemer Lodge, I.0.0.F., was badly 
damaged. 

The cause of the fire, which started 
in the confectionery store, is un- 
known, but those nearby say it follow- 
ed an explosion. Yesterday search 
has been kept up for the missing man, 
Kemp, but in vain, although the 
ruins have been partially searched. 


FAMILY NEARLY DIES. 


Eight In Strathroy Have Narrow

Great Loss of Live Stock. 

St. Catharines, Dec, 28.—The large 
barns of Isaac B. Culp, about a mile 
east of Beamsville, were completely 
destroyed by fire Christmas night. 
While no cause of the fire is evident, 
the origin is attributed to tramps. 
The whole contents of the barn, ex- 
cept a couple of carriages, were burn- 
ed. This includes sixteen head of 
cattle, five horses and a large quantity 
of chickens and other poultry. 

When the flames were first noticed 
Mr. Culp ran into the barn to save 
the stock, but was kicked in the breast 
by one of the horses, and with diffi- 
culty found his way from the burn- 
ing building.

Gallipolis, Ohio, Dec. 28.—A bloody 
fight took place in the Baptist church 
at Bidwell at a Christmas entertain- 
ment. Panic-stricken men, women 
and children jumped from the win- 
dows and many narrowly escaped ser- 
ious injury.
